Economy advocates in Congress warn that there must be 
no let-down in the public campaign against unnecessary gov­ 
ernment spending, despite some encouraging results thus far. 
They point out that continued expression of public opinion 
for government economy is essential if the big spenders in 
Congress are to be held in check during the remainder of the 
session. 
They made clear also that there ha\e been discouraging 
developments— along with the encouraging ones— and that 
these could swell into budget-unbalancing magnitude 
for 
years to come if restraints were removed. 
“Back door financing’ continues a s a threat to future 
fiscal solvency. This is the practice permitting multi-billiop- 
dollar government spending by by-passing Congressional 
Appropriation Committees and borrowing directly from the 
Treasury. 
Still another threat to future fiscal welfare is the “fooi- 
in-the-door” procedure followed by the big spenders, under 
which they seek small initial appropriations for pet projects 
with the expectation that, once launched. Congress would 
be reluctant to deny much larger appropriations later on.

CHEST BLOW MAV START 
ARRESTED HEART 


A fast blow on the chest may 
start a heart beating after it has 
suddenly stopped, an Oregon phy­ 
sician said today. 
Writing in the current (Ju ly l l ) 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. Dr. John T. Branden­ 
burg. Medford, reported a case of 
cardiac arrest—in which the heart 
suddenly 
stops for no apparent 
reason—that was treated by three 
strong blows on the left side of 
the chest. 


The 
most 
frequently reported 
means of treating cardiac arrest 
is by opening the chest and m as­ 
saging the heart. However, this 
must be done within four minutes. 
If the brain is without blood for 
more than four minutes, irrepar­ 
able damage will occur. 
Dr. Brandenburg’s patient was a 
64-year-old man who suffered 
a 
heart attack on the golf course. 
Shortly after he arrived at the hos­ 
pital, he suddenly announced that 
he was “ passing out.” 
No pulse could be felt and heart 
tones that had been clearly heard 
a minute before were absent. “ A 
diagnosis of death due to cardiac 
arrest was made and thoughts of 
immediate thoracotomy were en­ 
tertained." Dr. Brandenburg said. 
However, he remembered that 
other doctors had advised chest 


blows, and he struck three blows 
with his clenched fist. 
“ Just after the third blow, to 
my delighted surprise,” Dr. Bran­ 
denburg, said, ” a strong, but very 
irregular pulse was felt which soon 
became regular.” 
The total period of cardia arrest 
was less than one minute. About 
IO seconds after 
the 
return of 
his 
pulse, the 
patient 
regained 
consciousness with the comment, 
“ I must have passed out.” 
Tile patient was treated routine­ 
ly and recovered uneventfully. 
Dr. Brandenburg recommended 
that a chest blow first be tried in 
cases of cardiac arrest. If there is 
not an immediate response, other 
methods should then be tried.

Frondizi weathered his latest mil­ 
itary-political crisis — by far the 
most serious of his 16-month ad­ 
ministration — thanks in part to a

leaders by L\ S- Ambassador Wil­ 
lard Beaulac. 
When Gen. Carlos Toranzo, dis­ 
missed Sept. 2 as Army Chief of 
Staff, 
holed up with a group of 
supporters at a military school

the heart of Buenos Aires and de­ 
fied the Government, open civil 
war seemed unavoidable. 
Frondizi 
ordered 
an 
armored 
column from Camp De Mayo, the 
big military installation 25 miles 
south of the capital, to m o\o in 
and capture the rebels. But from 
other arm y headquarters all over 
the country, word came that yo

The dismissed Chief of Staff had 
publicly disclaimed any political 
motives for his defiance, but a*

Frondizi, seeking to avert blood, 
shed, beat him to the punch by 
offering to qu t and let Toranzo 
take over.

Beauiac at his suburban home. 
Heading the visitors was retired 
Gen. Rodolfo Larcher. who had

good friends. Larcher told Beau­ 
lac that the rebel movement was 
not aimed directly at the Presi­ 
dent, but against his Minister of 
War, Gen. Elibio Anaya, who had 
fired Toranzo. 
Manaya. Larcher said, was too 
friendlv toward m em bers of the 


’ Green Dragon Lodge’ — a sec­ 
ret organization of younger offi­ 
cers who are hand-in-glovp with 
followers of ousted dictator Juan 
D. Pcron. 
But now that Frondizi wa* stand 
ing behind the War Minister, he 
added, and had sent tanks to com* 
bat Toranzos forces, it might be 
“ best for the country” to accept 
the President’s resignation and let 
Toranzo form a new military jun­ 
ta to govern temporarily. 
What would be the reaction of 
United States authorities to such 
a move, General Larcher inquir­ 
ed'.’ Beaulac replied firmly that, 
while he could not speak for the 
State Department, it was his opin­ 
ion 
Washington would 
refuse to 
recognize any regime which seiz­ 
ed power from the constitutional 
government.

The 
tank column was then stopped at 
the outskirts of the city and the 
crisis was over. Toranzo, a 57- 
year-old 
naturalized

born in Turin. Italy, was sworn in 
again as Chief of Staff and em erg­ 
ed as the new “ strongman” 
in 
that country’s turbulent politics.
